FslbMous Ninety Years Ago. 


T he change which Mrs. Adam s had 
made from the splendors of the “ Repub­ 
lican Court" at Philadelphia to the "w il­ 
derness” at Washington was a great one, 
says a writer in the Washington Star. 
This change was most striking in the dress, 
manners, social life, fashion, and the ab­ 
sence of the beauty, the brilliancy, the 
genius and the courtly style, which char­ 
acterized the life at Philadelphia. 
One 
favorite Philadelphia* dress was a celestial 
blue satin gown with a white satin petticoat. 
On the neck was worn a very large Italian 
gauze handkerchief, with broad stripes of 
satin. 
The head-dress was a pouf of 
gauze, in the form of a globe, the ere- 
neaux or headpiece of which was com­ 
posed o f white satin, having a double 
wing in large plaits and trimmed with a 
wreath of artificial roses, falling from the 
left at the top to the right at the bottom in 
front, and the reverse behind. 
The hair 
was dressed, all over in detached curls, 
four of which, in two ranks, fell on each 
side o f the neck and were retained be­ 
hind by a floating chignon. 


Another beautiful dress was a perriot, 
ade of gray Italian taffeta, with dark 
tripes of the same color, having two col­ 
lars, the one yellow and the other white, 
btoth trimmed with a blue silk fringe, and 
a reverse trimmed in, the same manner. 
Under the perriot they wore a yellow cor 
set or bodice, with large cross stripes of 
blue. 
Some of the ladies with this dress 
• wore hats a t Espagnole, of white satin, 
with a band of the same material placed 
on the crown, like the wreath of flowers 
on the headdress mentioned before. 
The 
hat, which with the plume was a very 
popular article of dress, was relieved on 
the left aide, having tw o. handsome cock 
ades—-one of which was at the top. and 
the other at the bottom. 
On the neck was 
worn a very plain large gauze handker­ 
chief, the ends of which wfc$e hid under 
, the bodice. 
Round the bosom of the p e r

attached, cut in points around the edge. 
Another dress consisted of perriot and 
petticoat, both composed of the same de­ 
scription of 
gray-striped silk and trim­ 
med round with gauze, cut in points at the 
edges in the manner of herrisous. The her- 
risous were, indeed, nearly the sole trim 
mings used for the perriots, caracos and 
petticoats of fashionable ladies, made 
either of ribbons or Italian gauze. 
With 
this dress they wore large gauze handker­ 
chiefs upon their necks, with four satin 
stripes around the border, two of which 
were narrow and the other broad. 
The 
headdress was a plain gauze cap. 
The 
shoes were celestial blue, with rose color­ 
ed rosettes. 
Individual tastes and fancies 
would vary the details, but the tout ensem­ 
ble was the same. 


Lady Hester Stanhope’s Shipwreck. 


W e find her on board a Greek vessel, 
bound for Alexandria. 
In her train were 
a doctor, a maid, a cook, and several oth­ 
er attendants. She carried with her a load 
of valuable presents, intended for the 
pashas in Syria, where she seems to have 
already contemplated settling. 
Scio and 
Rhodes were touched at in turn. 
Shortly 
after leaving the latter island, the ship, 
beaten back by a violent southerly gale, 
sprang a leak. 
A ll hands were ordered 
to the pump; 
but the pump would not 
work. 
Buckets w t' ' plied unceasingly, 
to bale out the water inst collecting in the 
hold. 
In the midst of this scene of con^ 
fusion, Lady Hester retained all her pres­ 
ence of mind, She tapped a cask of wine, 
and distributed its contents in small quan­ 
tities among the sailors to cheer them at 
their toil. 
About three o’clock in the af­ 
ternoon, when the gale was at its worst, 
the southwest point of Rhodes was sight­ 
ed, two miles off. 
An attempt was made 
to steer the ship in that direction, but she 
would not answer to her helm. 
She was 
now, too, so waterlogged that she seemed 
in instant danger of sinking. 
The long 
boat was therefore launched, and the 
vessel abandoned. 
With her 
compact 
freight of twenty-five people the boat was 
rowed toward a rocky islet less distant 
than the 
mainland. 
The waves that 
broke over her at 
frequent interval-, 
threatened to swamp her. 
At length a 
little creek was entered, and the party 
managed to land. 
But what a position 
was theirs ! 
As all their provisions had 
been left behind in the sinking s*hip, they 
were without food, and of fresh water there 
were none. 
Hungry and exhausted they 
lay down to sleep; Lady Hester and her 
maid in a cave, which afforded protection 
from the drenching spray, the rest outside. 
Aa -the night ware on-, the inry of the wind 
abated somewhat. 
Upon this the rpaster 
of the vessel, a surly Greek, announced 
his intention of endeavoring to reach the 
mainland with his crew, declaring that it 
was better to perish in that attempt than 
to remain on a rock to starve. 
He refus­ 
ed to take the travellers with him, as their 
number, he said, would overweigh the 
boat. 
He promised, though, to light a 
signal fire on reaching land, and to send 
back the boat to fetch them. 
He and the 
crew then set out. 
Presently a bright 
blaze on the beach showed that they had 
landed. 


The day dawned, but there were no 
signs of the returning boat. 
The famish­ 
ed, shivering people on the rock were be­ 
ginning to think that the Greeks had aban­ 
doned them to their fate, when, about sun­ 
set, a dark object was seen approaching. 
It was the long boat manned by some of 
the sailors, who, having obtained liquor 
on shore, were more than half drunk. 
They brought with them food, and thus 
Lady Hester and her companions were 
enabled to break a fast which had lasted 
thirty hours. 
The mainland ¡fras reached 
not without peril. 
A s the b^at grounded 
a giant wave swept her from stern to prow, 
and her dripping occupants tyere with dif­ 
ficulty dragged ashore. 
It was raining in 
in torrents. 
Lady Hester and her maid 
Mrs, Fry, took refuge in a w indm ill; but 
Mrs. Fry, perceiving rats running up and 
down the mill ropes, fled from the place in 
terror, and refused to return.

James Rubsbii Lowell. 


In person Lowell is of medium height, 
rather slender, but sinewy and active. His 
movements are deliberate rather than im 
pulsive, indicating what 
athletes call 
staying qualities. 
His hair at maturity 
was dark auburn or ruddy chestnut in col­ 
or, and his full beard rather lighter and 
more glowing in tint. 
The eyesj of men 
of genius are seldom to be classified in or­ 
dinary terms, though it is said that their 
prevailing color is gray. 
Col. Higginson 
mentions Hawthorne’s gray eyes: while the 
present writer, v/ho once studied them at­ 
tentively, found them mottled gray and 
brown, and at the time indescribably soft 
and winning. 
That thev were sometimes 
accipitral we can readily believe. 
Low­ 
ell’s eyes in repose have clear blue and 
gray tones with minute dark mottlings 
In expression they are strongly indicative 
of his moods. 
When fixed upon study, or 
while listening to serious discourse, they 
are grave and penetrating; in ordinary 
conversation they are bright and cheery; 
in. moments of e> citement they have a 
wonderful lustre. 
Nothing could be finer 
than his facial expression while telling a 
story or tossing a repartee. 
The features 
are alive with intelligence, and eyes, looks 
and voice appear to be working up daz ­ 
zling effects in concert, like the finished 
artists of the Comédie Française. 
The 
wit of Hosea Biglow is the native wit of 
Lowell— instantaneous as lightning; and 
Hosea’s common sense is Lowell’s birth 
right, too. W hen the same man, however, 
can extemporize chuckling puns and blow 
out a breath, of poetical reverie as naturally 
as the «moke from bis pipe, tho combina» 


tion becomes almost startling. 
Other men 
may have been as witty, though we recall 
but 
three or four in our day; some 
may 
have 
had 
a 
similar 
fund of 
wisdom mellowed with humor; others have 
talked the staple of idyls, and let of meta­ 
phors like soap bubbles, but Lowell com ­ 
bines ir conversation the varied powers 
of all. 
His resources are inexhaustible. 
It is no wonder that he has been admired, 
for at his best he is one of the most fascin­ 
ating of men. 
There is but one compeer 
— the immortal "Autocrat”— and it would 
be difficult, and perhaps impossible, to 
draw a parallel between them. Steele said 
to a lady that to have known und loved 
her was a liberal education. 
More than 
one man who enjoyed Lowell's society 
found that the wise and witty converse of 
years did much to supply lamented defects 
in his own study and training, and perhaps 
warmed even late-flowering plants into 
blossoms and fruitage. 
This also should 
be said, that every man who has known 
Lowell well considers him much greater 
than the aggregate of his works. 
He al­ 
ways gives the impression of power in te- 
serve. 
He used to enter upon 
the long 
walks which 
have aided in making him 
one of the poets of nature with the keenest 
zest. 
There was no quicker eye for a bird 
or squirrel, a rare flower or bush, apd no 
more accurate ear for the songs or com 
moner sounds of the forest. 
Evidences of 
this the reader will find in the “ Study 
Windows.” 
But those who have visited 
Fresh Pond, Clematis Brook, Love Lane, 
or the W averly Oaks in his company, re­ 
member an acuteness of vision and a de­ 
light in every form of beauty of which the 
essay gives no conception. 
His habits 
were scarcely methodical— reading, corre« 
spondence, composition, exercise, and so­ 
cial converse coming often hap hazard; 
yet, being incapabable of idleness, he ac­ 
complished much. 
His works show the 
effective use he has made of the intellect­ 
ual treasures of the world.— [Harper’s 
Magazine.

A ll his agents 
knew the mark at once. 
The thing be­ 
came so common that some fellows tried 
to imitate it, but they were invariably de­ 
tected and compelled either to leave the 
stage or pay their fare. 
In the south and 
west “ Chalk your hat” still stands for 
what the east styles dead-heading.— [New 
York Tribune.

Troubadours. 
' 


The good old fashioned idea of the trou 
badour— as the minstrel of love going' 
from land to land singing his song and 
twanging his guitar with no object in view 
but the praise of beauty, and no rule to 
entrammel his passionate effusion— has by 
this time been pretty generally abandoned. 
It is or should be known to all students of 
literature, that Provencal poets, so far 
from being wholly wrapt up in their love- 
thought, took on the contrary a keen and 
active interest in the affairs of their day; 
that, indeed, their literary a=. well as their 
social importance depends quite as much 
on their slashing and bitter satire as on 
their always sweet but frequently monoto­ 
nous and conventional love songs. 
But 
still more mistaken is the notion that the 
troubadour as the singer ot pure passion 
was unfettered by any rules and canons of 
art. 
It may indeed be said that he was 
the representative of art, or, if the reader 
prefers it, artificiality, in its strictest and 
most highly developed 
sense. 
The me­ 
tres invented and used with consummate 
skill by the poets of mediseval Provence, 
remain a wonder of symmetry and techni­ 
cal perfection in the his'ory of literature, 
unequaled by the poets of other nations who 
successively tried to imitate them. 
For it 
may be truly said that in matters metrical 
the troubadours became the schoolmasters 
of Europe. 
In that capacity they were ac­ 
knowledged and revered bv the great po­ 
ets of Italy, by Dante and Petrarch, while 
the singers of Northern France, the trou 
veres, although submitting more or less 
consciously to the same influence, observ 
ed a discreet silence on the point. Through 
the medium of French, and. in a more 
limited 
degree, 
of 
Italian 
litera­ 
ture, 
the 
metrical 
lore 
of 
Provence 
was 
transmitted 
to 
those 
singers 
of 
our 
.own 
time 
and 
country 
whom in: 
essay I have 


modern trouba­ 
dours. 
Among the lalfest sclioofW lM i'g- 
lish poetry the adoption of complicated 
foreign metres has become a passion and 
a creed. 
Rondeaus and rondels, vilan- 
elles, and triolets have been naturalized, 
and in a certain sense acclimatized by our 
younger bards, and conservative critics 
have lamented over the degeneracy 
of 
modern 
days, ruefully pointing to the 
good old times when English poets would 
have scorned to borrow their metres from 
the foreigner. 
There, however, the critics 
were wrong— historically wrong at least. 
There had been a previous invasion of the 
same foreign element infinitely more im­ 
portant than the one which were are wit­ 
nessing at present, and in an age too 
which patriotic lovers of literature regard 
as the acme of English poetry— I mean, 
of course, the reign of Elizabeth. 
That 
great time not only gave us the romantic 
epic and the drama, but it also intro 
duced us to the sonnet and many other 
Italian verse forms, and through the same 
sources, too. 
Spenser and Shakespeare, 
the two representative names of the time, 
also stand at the head of the revival of 
form inaugurated by the foreign move­ 
ment above mentioned. 
It is true that 
neither of them adopted the strange im­ 
portation with slavish accuracy. 
They re­ 
cast the beauty of Italian rh*;me in ac­ 
cordance with the genius of the language 
and their own. 
In this manner we see 
the Spenserian stanza grow out of the 
ottava rima of Ariosto, and the Shakes­ 
pearean sonnet out of that of Dante and 
of Petrarch. 
For that origin it does not 
belie, although it must be owned that 
Shakespeare in Lis remodeling process 
has used the utmost liberty, one might say 
license— [Maxmillan’s Magazine.

Bartholomew is there still, and produces 
Bulls to that eff ct from Leo IX., and 
Stephen IX , Benedict XII , Clement V I., 
B miface IX , and Urban V , the earliest 
<>f which popes reigned about fiifty years 
after the death of Otto III 
Here, then, 
are two entire bodies; but Monte Cassino 
claims the possession of a large part of 
the body, and so does Rheims. 
There 
are, beside three heads, one at Naples, 
one formerly at Reichenau, and a third at 
Toulouse; two crowns of the 
head at 
Frankfort and Prague; part of the scull at 
Maestricht; a jaw at Steinfeld, part ot a 
jaw at Prague, two jaws at Cologne, and a 
lower jaw at Murbach; an arm and hand 
at Gersiac; a second arm, with the flesh, at 
Bethune; a third arm at Amalfi; a large 
part of a fourth arm at Foppens; a fifth 
and a part of a sixth at Cologne; a sev­ 
enth arm at Andechs, an eighth arm at 
Ebers; three large leg or arm bones in 
Prague; part of an arm at Brussels, and 
other alleged portions of the body, not 
reckoning trifles like skin, teeth and hair, 
in twenty other places.

l deemed from the democratic ranks. 
To 
\d ay the republican party in the north is 
«better united than it has been since 1868. 
The man who doca not recognize the fact 
that this has largely been brought about 
by the purity, honesty and ability of Hayes' 
administration shows that he is not an 
acute political observer. 


The letter of ex Senator Sargent of Cal­ 
ifornia, on the Mormon question is likely 
to prevent his appointment in the cabinet 
of either President Hayes or President­ 
elect Garfield. 
The country is a unit on 
the question of the suppression of polyg­ 
amy. 
It is not religious persecution to 
forbid polygamy. 
The laws of the coun­ 
try, written and unwritten, are undoubted­ 
ly founded on the Christian idea. 
But 
they are not retained because they are 
Christian, but because experience has 
shown that the purity of society largely de­ 
pends upon them. 
To allow laws which 
experience shows are largely beneficial 
to society to be violated by any sect gall­ 
ing itself religious would be a recognition 
rather than an ignoring of religious opin­ 
ions, which is foreign to our institutions. 
To vary any of our laws to suit the tenets, 
of any religious sect would be m aking our 
government sectarian. 
This of course is 
wrong. 
The argument that polygamy 
should be condoned by our government 
because it is a religious institution, would 
require that our government should also 
condone infant m urder by Hindoo women 
if we had a Hindoo colony in this country. 
Our government should recognize no sect 
in any law nor condone any violations of 
law by any sect. 


The two volumes of Mr. Ruskins letters 
which have just been published in E ng­ 
land contain some interesting references 
to this country. 
The most amiable one is 
the following reference to Lincoln in a let­ 
ter to an American friend ; 
“ J[ have not 
hastened my reply to your last letter, 
thinking that your space at present would 
be otherwise occupied: having also my 
own thoughts busied in various directions, 
such as you may fancy, yet busied chiefly 
in a sad wonder, which perhaps you would 
not fancy. 
I mourn for Mr. Lincoln, as 
man should mourn the fate of man, when 
it is sudden and supreme. 
I hate regicide 
as I do populicide—deeply it frenzied; 
more deeply if deliberate. But my wonder 
is in remembering the tone of the English 
people and press respecting this man dur­ 
ing his hie, and in comp iling it with their 
sayings of him in his death. 
Tney car 
icatured and reviled him when his cause 
was poised in deadly b '.lance -w hen'their 
praise would have bewi grateful to him, 
and their help priceless. 
They now de­ 
clare his cause to have been just, when it 
needs no aid: and his purposes to have 
been noble, when all human thoughts of 
them have become vanity, and will never 
so much as mix their murmurs in his ears 
with the sentence of the Tribunal which 
has summoned him to receive a j ’jster 
p?«se: and teni m v Warn? iia n 
. 


Our representation at the next ’'W orld’s 
Fair ’at New York in 1883 is being discuss 
ed by the state press. 
This discussion is 
opportune, because the app-* 
!ation for 
this should be made by the p re ^ nt legis­ 
lature. The next legislature will not meet 
until 1882 and as a U. S. senator is to be 
elected, there is little likelihood of the 
subject receiving much attention unless 
an extra session is called. 
It is also 
necessary that much be done in the way 
of organization before the meeting of the 
legislature in 1882. 
The grounds will 
probably be alotted to the states before 
then. 
The character and value of the dis 
play is likely to determine the position 
which the state buildings will have. The 
present legislature should at least provide 
for an organization which shall take all 
necessary steps to give the state a fine 
representation, and also provide m oney 
for the legitimate expenses of the organi 
zation. 


The importance ot a good display to 
Colorado cannot be over-estimated. 
No 
state in the union presents a better field 
for immigration, and no state has been 
more benefited by immigration. 
During 
the past year it has been difficult to get 
sufficient labor to work our mines and 
build our railroads. 
There has been ; 
great demand for steady laborers every 
where. 
Still the development of the re­ 
sources of our state has just began. 
W e 
are just beginning to appreciate their ex­ 
tent. 
As yet the outside world knows 
comparatively nothing of them . 
The 
eastern man who thinks of going west 
to farm, would not think of settling in 
Colorado, but m Kansas or. Nebraska. 
Yet the farmers 
Colorado m ake a much 
better living with less labor and capital 
than those of any o', her western state. The 
reason is that there is a splendid market 
for more than our ranchm en are produc­ 
ing. The agricultural products of Colorado 
for 1880 will probably exceed $12,000,000. 
A good display of our products will do 
much to demonstrate the splendid oppor­ 
tunities for farmer immigrants in Colorado. 
The same may be said of manufactures 
and stock raising. 
Regarding our mines, 
there is not so much need of display be- 
cause they have been so well advertised. 
There is almost an illimitable field in the 
state for the investment of cai-atal in legiti 
mate enterpri;es without great risk. W hat 
Colorado should have in the “ W orld’s 
F a r ” is such an exhibit of her products 
and resources that the capitalists shall 
recognize this fact. 
We can conceive of 
no better investment of money for Colora­ 
do than this. 


SENATOR EDMUNDS ON THE ELECTORAL 
COUNT. 


The full text of the speech by Senator 
Edmunds on the electoral count, which 
created such a sensation in the democratic 
camp, is as follows: 


Mr. President, I do not wish to debate 
this resolution at this time, but I wish to 
say two things. 
I wish to say in the first 
place that I agree with the senator from 
Alabam a that the president of the senate 
has no power to count the vote for presi­ 
dent in the sense of deciding anything 
about it. 
I wish to say also, and as part 
of the same phrase, that the house of rep­ 
resentatives and the senate, together or 
separately, have no more power to count 
that vote, under the constitution, than the 
president of the senate, and that neither 
of them, and not all of them together, as 
such, have power to count the vote for 
president and vice president in the sense 
that I have described as undertaking to 
decide. 
The constitution of the United 
States says that when these great public 
documents from states, presumed to be 
formal and right, 
have been opened 
they shall be enumerated, footed up. 
Then the constitution says that the man 
who has the greatest num ber of votes 
(under qualifications that I need not stop 
to consider now) shall be the president— 
not the man whom the president of the sen­ 
ate says has the^ greatest number of votes; 
not the man whom the senate and house of 
representatives say has the greatest num ­ 
ber of votes, but the man who, on these 
documents being opened and displayed, 
has in fact the greatest number of votes 
shali be the president. 
And I wish to 
add that I think he will on this occasion, 
whether the house agrees to the uncon­ 
stitutional and otherwise injurious prop­ 
osition that the senate passed at its last 
session, or not, whether the house of rep­ 
resentatives agrees with the senate to 
meet here or elsewhere, if there be any 
constitutional power to compel the presi­ 
dent of the senate to go elsewhere to open 
the votes (about which I say nothing now) 
or not. 
W hen the day fixed by law 
comes, I have no doubt that the votes 
will be constitutionally opened and that 
some constitutional count, if a count be 
constitutionally necessary, will be made ; 
and the person who appears from those 
votes from states to have a majority, qual­ 
ified as the constitution qualifies it, will be 
the presiaeiit, for the constitution says 
that he shaM be, ana he will be. 


"The remarks of the senator about; the 
power of the president of the senate, and 
about the necessity of a joint rule—which 
is just as good in my opinion as a town 
meeting, and I think the senate was unan 
imously of the opinion when we agreed it 
ought not to be revived—remind me of a 
remark imputed to the late President Lin­ 
coln. 
He was elected, as was agreed on 
all hands by the gentlemen of all parties, 
(atrly and squarely under the forms of the 
constitution. 
I am not speaking of the 
poluicalgrievance of his election, but so 
far ;>$ the form and the method went he 
was known to have been elected Having 
been elected, certain misguided persons 
over the country here and there said that 
he should not be counted in, 
and 
that 
he 
should 
not 
be ' in­ 
augurated, and so on. This being called 
to Mr Lincoln’s attention, he is reported 
to have said in his homely phrase, “ Sup 
pose« the two houses didn’t meet and 
didn’t proceed to attend on the con­ 
stitutional occasion” he thought that the 
people who elected the president would 
see Jo it that he was set up. That was hi* 


homely and western phrase; and on this 
occasion, when theie is no possible ques­ 
tion that any honest or intelligent man of 
any party will say exists, as there did ex­ 
ist four years ago, when no possible ques­ 
tion exists, I wish to prophesy with firm 
faith that peacefully, constitutionallv and 
rightfully tlie president elect of the United 
States of America will have the votes that 
have been returned to the vice president 
of the United States opened on the day 
fixed by law and a constitutional law, 
and 
that if 
the 
house 
of 
repre 
sentatives 
does 
not 
choose to attend 
they will be opened, nevertheless, on that 
occasion; and that if it appears, as we all 
understand the fact to be, that James A. 
Garfield, of Ohio, has the greatest and 
the constitutional number of votes, he will 
be, as the constitution says he shall be, 
the president of the United States, ana I 
hope my friend from Alabam a will not 
fash his'beard,as the phrase b, on the sub­ 
ject of the necessity to guard against po 
litical calamities which may happen of 
having his point rule adopted, which I be­ 
lieve, and which the senate, when there 
was no bias of interest about it, I think 
unanimously, certainly very nearly so,and 
certainly without regard to party, thought 
was wholly indefensible, both in respect of 
its constitutional sway and in respect of 
the fitness of the thing itself.”

A great soul has passed away, 
A great 
intellect, ^vhose fruit remains to blossom 
and bloom for a posterity that will behold 
it with wiser eyes, has withered and gone 
to dust, George Eiiot is dead. 
To those 
who have followed her career, the une­ 
ventful career of a thoughtful woman of 
letters, the tidings (if the death of this 
gifted life must have come with the sense 
of a personal'loss. 
Many of her readers 
can look'back and recall each memorable 
work as it fast appeared. 
To how many 
her utterances have been epochs, revela­ 
tions ofm inner life ot which they fourd a 
a‘strangely similar unillumined image in 
themselves. The youngest of us will re-> 
mem berthe flush of expectation, the fine 
foretaste of a solid and durable pleasure 
with which she turned the first pages of 
Middiemarch 
and 
Daniel 
Deronda. 
W hat largeness of 
view ! 
W hat gen­ 
erous 
amplitude 
of 
portraiture ! 
W hat scholarly 
expression and learn­ 
ing ! 
What 
depth 
of 
analysis 
and subtle power of suggestion. 
There is 
g rie f^ e v e ry private circle for the loss of 
a chgi ished member, but here is one whose 
circle is as wide as the dominion of the 
English tongue, and to its utmost bounda­ 
ries there will be mourning sincere and 
tender for the memory of her who has 
been to English-speaking hearts a com - 
panion, a prophet, a voice in the tempest, 
a friend and helper. 


If we regard her in the light of contem 
porary history, George Eliot was the pro 
duct of the most intellectual society in 
Europe. 
Neither in Germany or France 
or in this country has there assembled a 
more illustrious circle than that which sat 
at the feet of Bentham in the first quarter 
of the century and now centers about that 
philosopher whom we shall one day see 
crowned among the immortals and asso­ 
ciated with Kant and Newton. 
It com­ 
prehends some of the most distinguished 
expositors of modern learning and re­ 
search. 
It was in this atmosphere that the 
genius 
of George Eliot, 
opened and 
expanded, like a flower, sucking in the 
nutriment 
that 
was 
diffused 
about 
her. John 
Stuart 
Mill 
was 
her 
guide 
and 
teacher. 
George 
Henry 
Lewes, a singularly acute and versatile 
thinker, her constant associate in life and 
intellectual work. 
The physiological and 
biological studies of Huxley stimulated and 
enriched her knowledge and gave it that 
scientific bent which has added a new val­ 
ue to her observations of life and charac­ 
ter. 
The influence of the imaginative 
mind of Tyndall, who poetized science and 
materialism and made atoms seem beauti 
ful, is perceptible in her theory of morals. 
A t every side we may observe the shock 
and collision with the new school o f idea 
which is now shaping society, and which 
was then powerful to mould the brain and 
inspire the soul of this wom an. 


No wonder she came down from the al­ 
titudes of these high thinkers with a m es­ 
sage for “the people,” which, if it was 
grand in its nature, was also mournful 
and p erp lex ed in its purport. To us of this 
generation George Eliot represents the cul­ 
minating power of feminine culture. 
She 
was widely and variously read. 
She had 
drunk of the springs of philosophy at 
their highest sources. 
She was a student 
of music and a pianist of considerable 
power and delicacy. 


She was a brilliant conversationalist 
those who have known her say that to 
converse with her was like breathing the 
rarified air of a mountain top. 
No doubt, 
if our children ever have a memoir or the 
letters of George Eliot, they will present 
the portrait of a many-sided, cultivated 
and positive personality. 


If the higher minds of a century have 
really missions, the mission of George 
Eliot must be clear enough in its meaning 
and direction. 
She wrote in a time of 
crumbling beliefs. 
Criticism and research 
have been everywhere disintegrating faith; 
doubt has left the schools and penetrated 
the every day life of the individual and 
the family. 
Doubt has even broken the 
fervent faith,pierced the living hopefulness 
of this woman's nature. 
W hat she utters 
is a cry; a cry for light and warmth; for a 
power to rest on; a tradition to trust; a cry 
half stifled, as of a strong soul assailed in 
the night by apprehensions, but resisting 
and struggling. 
Out of the struggle has 
come a glimmer of hope and certainty. 
We know nothing, but hope on; think 
highly; live nobly. 
If we have no faith, 
we may have nobility of conduct, and 
they who come after will be blessed by it. 
Let us lay no blame—not one word ofcen 
sure or judgment. 
For a transitional 
epoch, such as ours, no other kind of m es­ 
sage was possible or likely to be received. 
George Eliot has but spoken out the.need, 
given voice to the unrest and turmoil of 
the age. 


W hat was the supreme quality of this 
writer who has for so long a time and in 
so high a degree entertained and instruct­ 
ed us ? She was great in description, 
great in characterization, great in pschy- 
cological analysis and in that wise and 
explanatory comment 
which we term 
moralizing; but if we look behind the sum 
of tiese various powers it remains to be said 
tha^ the secret of her charm, the chief 
characteristic which originates and deter­ 
mines thè quality of her work is intellect- 
ualfeed emotion. 
She composes with the 
shaping imagination, but the creation is 
aftijrward transfused and corrected by the 
ation of her understanding. 
This 


impossible not to discern in much of her 
best work, and it is this, which, if it reveals 
her weakness,also constitutes her strength. 
Whether we consider her capacity and 
range of powers or her absolute attain­ 
ments and equipments as a woman of 
letters there are none among her sex we 
can pronounce fully her peer. 


Mme. de Stael had more wit, 
may be, 
acuter conversational wit in the Gallic 
vein; Charlotte Bronte 
genius leaping 
with a more intense and spontaneous 
flame ; and George Sand,that “large souled 
woman and large brained m an," greater 
emotional force and a finer sense of liter­ 
ary art, harmony, and proportion. 
Yet, 
when the sum of the achievement of these 
remarkable women ,and itsquality and char­ 
acter is contemplated, we begin to per' 
ceive the superiority of the author of D an­ 
iel Deronda in that knowledge and culture 
which perhaps have only become possible 
in the last half of this century.

Ll Hung Chang. 


op 
leals to that struggle between the heart 


Frequent mention has been made re­ 
cently of China’s greatest statesman, 
Li 
Hung Chang, but of his career and ante­ 
cedents little is known in this country. He 
was born in the year 1828, at the village 
of Hweiling, Tychow district, of the pro 
vinee of Anwhei. 
His parents were pos 
sessed of a small tract of land tinder culti­ 
vation, from which they obtained their 
livelihood. 
The subjec t of this sketrh i-- 
h* second son of the family. 
His elder 
brother, Li Han Chang, ;s now (i-ivernor 
General of Hukwam?; while the younger, 
although holding official rank, attends t' 
the wants of their aged mother 
Li d;d 
not appear to have attracted any partiru 
lar attention until the nu'brenk of the 
Taeping rebellion, 186063, All that i*. 
known of him pre-’ious 
o that period is 
that he passed the preliminary examina 
tion at Neanking, the provincial capital, 
with great credif and obtained the degree. 
His native villagers subscribed monev to 
further his progress in literature, and by 
the help of his brother he went to Peking 
for the grand triennial scholastic tourna­ 
ment, where once more triumphant he 
was decorated with a button of the fourth 
grade. 


HIS FIRST PUBLIC SERVICE. 


At the port of Shanghai in i860 he was 
engaged as Intendant of Circuit, busily 
occupied in contriving means to quell the 
outbreak. 
His extraordinary efforts, and 
the influence which he brought to bear on 
the soldiery from his native province, 
caused his promotion to the high office of 
Futai, or miiitary commander of the pro 
ince of Kiangsu. 
It was during this peri­ 
od that he became intimate with Colonel 
Gordon, who commanded the foreign con 
tingent in China. 
Subsequent 
events 
which took place at the fall of the citv of 
SoocVnw estranged him from Gordon. The 
success that attended his arms, the vigor­ 
ous manner in which he supplied the force 
under his cofnmand with military require­ 
ments, and the final overthrow of the re­ 
bellion, gave him an unequaled reputation 
among the officials of the empire. 


Called to Pekin by the Central Govern­ 
m ent'Li was engaged in several official ca ­ 
pacities in the provinces upon the Yangtse. 
His military experiences were once mpre 
brought into requisition during the Nien- 
fei rebellion in 1868-70. 
This emeute was 
crushed by his vigorous measures. 
In 
1870, immediately after the Tientsin m as­ 
sacre, the Governor General of Chihli, 
Chung How—since known to fame as the 
framer of the Livadia treaty-—was dis­ 
missed from his post. 
Li Hung Chang 
was appointed to investigate the circum­ 
stances of the massacre, and received the 
post of Viceroy of Chihli, Superintendent 
of Trade for the northern Ports of China, 
and Co Generalissimo of the Military and 
Naval forces of the Empire. 
This impor 
tant preferment Li has held up to the 
present time. 
Since i860, by gathering 
around him those Chinese who have a 
knowledge of western science, he has 
kept well informed ori the improvements 
in gunnery, military tactics, telegraphy, 
shipbuilding and the useful arts. 


His pet project, the "China Merchant 
Steamer Company," receive* no small 
share of his personal attention. 
Its finan 
cial affairs he has looked after rarefullv, 
and his influence with the central govern­ 
ment has been used to further its pros 
pects in every way. 
He has attached to 
his ya*nun, or bureau, an American, W 
H Pethick, United States vice consul at 
Tientsin,-and several Chinese. 
Some of 
the 1-itter received th«*ir education in the 
United States, at Y 'It- c- liege and u y 
torn; others studied ir. Fuiope— 
E <_• 
land, at Cambridge University a> d 1’ rt-> 
mouth dockyaid; 
in Fiance, at Parts, 
Toulon and 
Brest, and in Gem a^v, at 
Berlin and Essen. 
The prominent a rti­ 
c le s relating to Chinese affiirs contained 
in the leading newspapers of ihe world are 
all translated for his information. 


HIS SKILL IN DIPLOMACY. 


As it is necessary for the ministers of 
foreign powers accredited to the court of 
Peking to pass Tientsin on their way to 
the capital, the viceroy has, without ex­ 
ception, the honor to receive them. 
All 
the treaties concluded with western pow­ 
ers since 1S60—with the exception of the 
Burlingame treaty—have been signed by 
Li as high commissioner for his imperial 
majesty of China. 
He is consulted by the 
government upon every important point 
arising with foreignsrs. 
Extraordinary 
powers are delegated to him. 
The super­ 
vision of the Shanghai, Foochow, and in­ 
deed all the arsenals of China, are confid­ 
ed to his care. 
Krupp guns and Reming­ 
ton rifles, English torpedoes and Ameri­ 
can dredgers have his patronage. 
Every 
agent in China for warlike material waits 
upon him, and submits new weapons for 
his inspection. By reason of the immense 
influence he possesses, in the fact that the 
garrisons of the principal treaty ports are 
composed of his immediate provincials, 
viz., Anhwei men, and that he is sur­ 
rounded by nearly 80,000 soldiers ready 
to obey his beck and call, even the cen­ 
tral government holds him in awe.

The lieutenant governor secured a judg­

fact which is well established in other 
ways, that gross personalities are by no 
means peculiar to ;he political controver­ 
sies of our own time.

The floors are of hard mud; it is 
rare to find more than one room in a f.ut, 
and only one story. 
Beds and bedding 
are luxuries which the poorer tenants do 
not possess; old heaps of hay and straw 
are the couches on which the lovely 
brown eyed, large-browed 
maidens of 
Connaught repose. 
The smoke from a 
peat fire in a common peasant's cabin 
spreads through the room, and you nar­ 
rowly escape strangulation at your first 
visit. J have had this experience in H er­ 
zegovina, and consequently minded the 
smoke but little. 
How family decency is 
maintained in these dens is a mystery,and 
how the people manage to keep clean— 
for they look clean—is a puzzle. The pigs 
run in and out of the doors—and such 
wretched pigs ! 
A North Carolina wild 
hog would be an aristocrat beside them ! 
In dozens of these cabins sick people are 
to be found—sick people dependent either 
on the charity of their neighbors or on 
friends in America who send them small 
sums.— [Dublin Letter.

Tam m any organization and still holds 
that position. 
During this time he has 
used this organization for the church. 
If 
this report is true, it will not be surprising 
if Kelly continues to retain his great power 
over New York

politics. 
H e is 
backed 
by 
a 
united 
power, 
splendidly 
disciplined 
and 
always 
voting together. 
Under these circum ­ 
stances be cannot easily be put down. 
But it will be a source o f w eakness to 
Kelly to have his representative position 
as the church political leader m ade pub­ 
lic. In the cam paign last fall, Kelly’s 
nom ination of G race injured him, because 
it was considered a church nominafion. 
But still he is strong. 
No m an with 
40,000 votes behind him can be neglected, 
and John Kelly can poll this number for 
any pasty or cause he chooses. 


CHAFFEE FOR THE CABINET. 


The New York papers indicate that quite 
a powerful m ovem ent is on foot to place 
ex Senator Chaffee in Garfield's cabinet as 
a representative of the new west in gener 
al and Colorado in particular. 
They inti 
m ate that he has quite a strong backing. 
Senator Blaine supports him because he 
was at the head of a syndicate which fur­ 
nished the m oney to carry on his campaign 
at Chicago last M ay. 
General Grant is 
rumored to be working for him because 
of the 
recent 
m arriage 
in 
the 
two 
families. 
Chaffee 
gave 
G rant’s 
son 
£400,000 
arid 
G rant 
now 
lives 
in Chaffee’s house in New York. 
McCor 
rnick, Dorsey and E lkins are all working 
for Chaffee because of their m utual in­ 
terest in certain m ining operations, 
M c­ 
Cormick was secretary of the national re­ 
publican com m ittee in 1876, and Dorsey 
occupied the sam e position this year. 
Elkins was once a delegate to congress 
from New Mexico and is a shrewd politi­ 
cian. 
This m akes up a strong backing, 
which, rum or says Chaffee has, and we 
republish it for what it is worth. 
W e have 
not heai;d that any leading citizen of Colo­ 
rado is working for Chaffee. 
Teller is for 
Routt but still has a little partiality for 
his old colleague. 


T he movem ei t now seems to have 
reached such proportion as to to dem and 
the attention of the people of the state 
which Chaffee is supposed to represent. 
W hile Colorado would be proud to be 
honored with a representative in Garfield's 
cabinet, she desires to be consulted as to 
the m an to represent her. 
She at least 
dem ands that the representative shall be a 
resident of the state and the friend of the 
state. 
Ex-Senator Chaffee is neither. 
H e 
now lives in New York, and has vir­ 
tually lived there since 
1876. 
H e is no 
friend of Colorado, because he was a 
leader 
in a 
most 
infamous mining 
swindle which most disastrously injured 
our mining interests. 
The people of Col 
orado don’t want Mr. Chaffee in the cabi­ 
net because they don’t want a mining 
swindler to be considered in any respect 
one of our representative citizens. 
T he 
appointm ent of Routt would be infinitely 
better. 
H e m ade his money by legitimate 
mining, and not by stealing from trusting 
investors. 
He is also a resident of the 
state. 
W e m ust add that Mr. Chaffee ex­ 
hibits the most sublim e cheek in seeking 
this honor in behalf of a state which he 
has abandoned, whose honor he betrayed 
in his Little Pittsburg affair, and to whose 
m ining interests he dealt a terrible blow. 


But we can hardly conceive of Mr. Gar 
field m aking such a selection. 
The posi­ 
tion sought is the secretaryship of the interi­ 
or. This dem ands at least an honest m an. 
Can Mr. Garfield who must know som e­ 
thing of the Little Pittsburg affair believe 
this? 
Certainly the swindled public will 
not.

For exam ple El Pas« 
county returns more m erchandise more 
money and credits, and bank and other 
shares than A rapahoe. 
This is a fraud on 
its face. 
T he D enver assessors return­ 
ed 
only 
§128,660 
in 
m er­ 
chandise, 
an 
am ount 
which 
single 
firms 
carry. 
T here 
is not 
a 
block 
in the business part of the city which 
does not contain four or five times the en ­ 
tire am ount returned. 
Though Denver 
has several b. nking institutions which are 
reputed to be rich, she returns only $369,- 
750 in money and credits. 
T here are no 
returns for bank and other shares, though 
there are several national banks in the 
city of D enver and other stock com panies. 
T he result is that D enver does not nearly 
contribute her part toward the support of 
the state and the burden falls heavily on 
the poorer counties which have m ade a 
com paratively honest assessm ent. 
This 
is unjust and there should be som e rem ­ 
edy. 
The suprem e court has placed the 
relief beyond the power of the state board 
of equalization. 
If the county assessor re 
turns only one eighth of the value in order 
to reduce the state tax, the other counties 
m ust m ake up this deficiency. 
If the in­ 
justice of D enver’s assessm ent is thor­ 
oughly appreciated in the state, the legis­ 
lature will probably take som e action to 
secure an equitable assessm ent, so that all 
counties shall bear their share of the state’s 
expenses, but no m ore. 
Let the subject 
be agitated.

Sargent and the Mormons- 


C h ic a g o , December 29.—The Tribune edi­ 
torially says: 
Senator Sargent, of California, 
has written a remarkable letter to the Salt Lake 


<Trihuae in defense of his amendments to Po­ 
land’s bill for the suppression of polygamy in 
the territories. 
That bill as passed by the 
house gives plural wives a right to sue for a 
divorce and a division of the property of the 
husband and took the franchise from the women 
of Utah who are now entitled to vote after 90 
days residence in thi; territory without having 
subscribed to the oath of allegiance or being 
naturalized. 
Sargent caused both these pro­ 
visions to be stricken out in the senate. 
The 
gentile population of Utah has had a grudoe 
against him ever since. 
Sargent defends him­ 
self by saying that polygamy is a religious in­ 
stitution and that he has never known persecu­ 
tion to be effective against religion. 
But a 
very obvious answer to this argument is that 
plural marriages are not a necessary part of the 
Mormon religion and if they were it would he 
a faith founded upon lust and a violation of 
the laws of all civilized nations. 
Sargent has 
failed to draw the line between the regulation 
of domestic institutions by law and the attempt 
to control opinions by the same means. 


Government Three Per Cents. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 29.—It is a feet 
that the secretary of the treasury is empowered 
by law to anticipate the payments of interest 
on government bonds when he deems it expe­ 
dient by as much as a year’s lime. 
This au­ 
thority was conferred many years ago when 
governments were much cheaper than now in 
order to offer investors every inducement and 
it still remains although the purpose for which 
it was conferred is wanting. 
Expert financiers 
have no doubt whatever that the government 
can plare its new bonds at three per cent, if 
they run long enough. 
In financial circles 
there is a widespread opposition to bonds bear 
ing less than four per cent, as such bonds 
would inevitably lower the rates of interest on 
money and commercial transaction throughout 
the country. 
Savings banks are particularly 
interested as the investors will now probably 
have to be content with three per cent. 


Grant Well Fixed. 


N e w 
Y o r k , December 2 9 —The Tribune 
says the fund of a hundred thousand dollars, 
raised by Philadelphia for Grant, is completed, 
and awaits the general’s orders. 
One gentle- 
man, says the Philadelphia Record, a Philadel­ 
phian of large means, who is a warm friend of 
the general, sent his name al once for £2.500 
with a letter stating that if it was necessary he 
would give his own check for a hundred thou­ 
sand dollars, or that he would be willing to 
piya life annuity to the ex president of $25,- 
000 a year.

Sherman's Boston speech. 


New Y o r k , December 29.—At a reception 
by the Merchant’s Association of Boston, 
Monday, General Sherman related his early 
experiences in going to California and said:

being necessary to carry the wheat of that 
country. 
The products of California I believe 
now are second or third of the great states of 
this natibn for shipments abroad and all this is 
the creation of our day. 
There are merchants 
I suppose as good as you are, ships as fine as 
any that sail out of your harbor, manufacturing 
establishments where thirty years ago you 
could not get your horses shod, hotels which 
surpass in magnificence those in Paris or New 
York or Boston, all those of our own day and 
spring from the brain of mercantile men. 
You 
men of Boston have had your share in it and 
in doing so you have accomplished more in 
your lives than probably any merchant of old 
Phoenicia or Greece or Venice or any other 
nation on earth.

has'sought an occasion to quarrel with China 
for the purpose of provoking a war of con­ 
quest, and the ultimate result of the impend­ 
ing disturbance will be the subjugation of the 
Chinese and the opening of a Russian highway 
across the Celestial kingdom to the waters of 
the Chinese seas. 
The English newspapers 
bristle with descriptions of Russian naval ves­ 
sels on their way to to the coasts of China and 
Japan. 
The whole array is said to be a pow­ 
erful fleet ^rmed with new rifle guns of force 
and range as yet unmatched in naval warfare.

The Cold Wave. 


N e w Y o r k , December 29.—The snow storm 
las' night and this morning interferes seriously 
with travel. 
Horse cars and stages doubled 
up teams and are running at longer intervals. 
Telegiaph communications with Fire Inland 
say that the severe storm of Sunday was very 
violent there. 
The surf broke across the beach 
between the Surf hotel and the lighthouse. The 
pavilion on the ocean side was undermined 
and one Lundred bathing houses washed away. 
The hotel narrowly escaped. 
A large ship’s 
cabin and much wreckage was washed ashore 
in the big storm. 
The old hull of a 1,200 ton 
steamer was washed on the beach. 
The vessel 
has not been recognized. 
No steamer is re­ 
membered to have stranded near where the 
hull lies. 


W a t e r t o w n , N Y , December 29.—Fifteen 
inches or more of snow have ialien. A>1 trains 
are delayed. 


F o r t W a y n e , Ind , December 29.—The 
thermometer shows 20 degrees below zero. 
Many cattle have frozen ¿0 death. 


D e t r o it , Mich., December 29.—Mercury 
16 degrees below zero. 


P e o r ia , Ills., December 29.—Mercury 20 
degrees below zero. 


Galkshurg, Ills , December 29.—Mercury 
24 degrees below zero. 


C h ic a g o , December 29.— The cold weather 
continues. 
At dawn this morning the mercury 
was at 19 to 22. 
In the city at 8 o’clock it was 
15 below here and at other points in the north­ 
west as follows: 
Detroit 11, Milwaukee 19, 
Winona 15, St. Paul 9, Dubuque 22, Peoria 20, 
Davenport 14, Keokvk 15, CesMoines 12, all 
below zero. 
The sky is clear the wind moder­ 
ate and the prospects now are for a. gradually 
rising temperature. 
The trains are impeded 
somewhat, but there are no accidents to prop­ 
erty or life yet reported. 
A coal famine is 
probable if the cold weather continues and the 
railroad fail to bring coal as they have hereto­ 
fore done. 


C o l u m b ia , S C , December 29.—Snow be­ 
gan to fall at daybreak and continued till 2 p 
m when it was an inch deep. 
After this the 
mercury fell rapidly and at 7 was 8 degrees be- 
’ow the freezing point. 
The snow is 14 inches 
deep at Dallas, 8 at Gastonia, N C , and 10 at 
Yorkville, S C . 


A u g u s t a , Ga., December, 29.—The heaviest 
fall of »now since 1857, commenced at 4 a m, 
and continued 5 hours. 
It is very cold to­ 
night. 


M a c o n , Ga., December 29.—There is a 
heavy fall of snow here. The thermometer is 
14 above zero. 


B a l t im o r e , December 29.—The weather 
is the coldest for years. At 10 o’clock to night 
the mercury indicated six above and it is get­ 
ting colder. 
Snow fell continuously for 24 
hours up to 7 this zening. 


L it t l e R o c k , December 29 —The weather 
is intensely cold and the river is full of ice. 


M o n t g o m e r y , December 2 9 .— The heaviest 
snow ever known here fell last night.

five inches deep, weather intensely cold.

O b itu a ry -E T Colton. 


On Christmas eve, Mr. E. T. Colton, of 
Colorado City, breathed his last. Mr. Col 
ton was a pioneer in Colorado, at one 
time a leading man in El Paso county 
Lie was a member of the Congregational 
church of this city and the Rev. R. T. 
Cross, pastor ot’ the church has prepared 
the- following obituary which will appear 
r in the next issue of the Congregational 
News: 
“ For the first time since Brother 
Pickett’s oea.h we have to record the death 
of a member of our church. 
Edward T. 
Colton was born at Monroe, Mass., June 
21, 1812. 
In 1837 he removed to Quincy, 
Illinois, where he resided until 1839, when 
he removed to southern Iowa, and in 1S4S 
changed his residence a few miles, across 
the line into Missouri. 
In 186r he came 
to Colorado and since 1862 has resided ai 
Colorado City, with the exception of some 
time spent last year in San Juan. 
It will 
be seen by these dates that he was a pio­ 
neer, spending the most of his life on the 
frontier. 
He joined the church in Mass 
at the age of sixteen, and for more than 
half a century lived a consistent Christian 
life.

“ From the beginning he heartily espous­ 
ed thetemperance and anti-slavery causes, 
at a time when to espouse them 
meant 
much more than it did in later years. 
He 
was always interested in Sunday schools, 
and for twenty six years was a Sunday 
school superintendent. 


“ He had much trouble in his life. 
He 
buried two wives and several children. 
His first wife was a sister of Prof. Thorne, 
formerly of Cleveland, O. 
An interesting 
Sunday school book was written about one 
of his little girls who died yeare ago. 
A 
few years since one of his little boys fell 
into the Fountain and was drowned. 
In 
late years he had still sorer domestic afflic­ 
tions, of which we may not speak here. 


“ In 1871 he built the Ute Pass road for 
the county. 
He took took the contract at 
too low a price, but carried it through, 
nevertheless, and was ruined financially. 
He was at one time the leading man in 
El Paso county, ‘ and,” said one of his 
friends, “ had he died then, a great multi­ 
tude would have followed him to the 
grave."

"H is health had been failing for a long 
time. 
He had set everything in order, and 
in the home of his old friend, Mr. Flane- 
gan, he was joyfully awaiting the call to 
go home, 
The last time we called on him 
he gave us the chapter to be read and the 
hym sto be sung at his funeral. On Christ 
mas eve at half past seven he quietly fell 
asleep in Jesus, and received the Christ­ 
mas gift that he had earnestly prayed for, 
“ an abundant entrance into the everlast­ 
ing kingdom of our Lord and Saviour, 
Jesus Christ.’ 
He joined our .church 
in March 1879. but was never able to meet 
with us. and hence was known to only a 
few of the members. 
He had hoped to 
meet with us at the communion service 
next Sunday, but instead of that he meets 
with the ‘general assembly and church of 
the first born’ in heaven. 
On Saturday a 
few friends followed his remains to their 
last resting place in the old burying ground 
on the messa near Colorado City."

AN INTELLECTUAL HORSE- 


FactB Bearing Upon Some Scientific Tbeorlea. 


The 
instinct 
of animals sometimes 
reaches a point that borders closely on 
the domains of reason. 
The theory of 
au:omatic cerebral action is one which is 
met by many opposing phenomena,which 
seem to show the action of independent 
reasoning powers. 
The dog is ranked 
among the most intelligent ofthelow ^r 
animals, ana the horse is not less intelli­ 
gent than the dog. 


An illustration of instir ■'t in the horse 
came under our observation yesterday. 
We say that the action we witnessed was 
a manifestation of instinct, perhaps, that 
is going too far, it may have been only an 
illustration of the force of habit, showing 
the effect of iterated cction upon the cere- 
biuni of the animal in question.

them in the case to which we refer, were 
as follow s:

The horse was an animal of more 
than ordinary intelligence and a very free 
traveler. 
He needed no whip to urge him 
along and everything passed off agreeably 
between the gentleman who had borrowed 
the horse and the horse himself until the 
caniage arrived in front of one of our 
prominent drug stores. 
The horse then 
turned in and in spite of the objections of 
his driver,the tugs at the lines and the ap­ 
plication of the whip, the animal stopped 
stock still in front of the store and refused 
to badge. 
The driver recognizing in this 
the force of habit got out of the carriage 
and entered the drug store a moment,then 
coming out, he hastily jumped into the 
buggy and urged the horse 
to 
pro­ 
ceed. 
The animal still, obstinately refus­ 
ed to budge. 


.Just then a gentleman of wide experi­ 
ence in the world suggested an expedient 
to the perplexed driver. 
The suggestion 
was at once accepted and the driver 
alighting ran into the drug store and in a 
moment appeared again at the front door 
wiping his mouth on his sleeve. 
The ani­ 
mal immediately pricked up his ears, and 
when the gentleman had stepped into the 
carriage, started off on a brisk trot. 
The 
question in natural history which this inci­ 
dent suggests as to whether there was 
merely automatic cerebral action in this 
case ur an evidence of instinct rising al­ 
most to the dignity of reason will be dis­ 
cussed at the next meeting of the Colorado 
Springs Scientific society.

McGovney was instructed to advertise for 
sealed bids for the sale of the condemned 
pipe and also for the transportation of the 
sound pipe from the city lot in 
Colorado 
Springs. 
The city reserve the right to re­ 
ject any and all bids. 


The principal, object of the meeting was 
to consider the feasibility ot extending the 
time on the contract of Messrs. Russell & 
Alexander. 
The following resolution was 
offered by Alderman Brown : 


Messrs. Russell & Alexander, being de- 
sirous of extending the time for the com­ 
pletion of their contract, be i^ 


Resolved, That the time be so extended 
until the frost is out of the ground, or to 
such time as the council mav name, pro­ 
vided that Messrs. Russell & Alexander 
finish that portion of the work from the 
reservoir to a certain valve in Manitou, 
opposite the Grace Greenwood cottage, so 
that the city can be provided wjjh water, 
and that they also furnish a competent 
man to take charge at the main and pay 
wages of the same over and above $20 per 
month. 


The above 
resolution met with the 
unanimous approval of the council. 
It 
will thus be seen that the city will be sup­ 
plied with water much sooner than was 
expected. 
The 
pipes from the 
head 
of the main to Manitou are in good condi­ 
tion and it only requires 
a connection 
with the reservoir to give the city its regu­ 
lar supply of water. 
Messrs. Russell and 
Alexander came to the conclusion that to 
remove the pipes from the ground between 
Manitou and the head would involve 
much time as the earth is frozen to a great 
depth and in order to sink them to a depth 
of four feet much blasting will have to be 
done. When the frost is out of the ground 
the work can be done much more rapidly 
and at less expense. 
The engine will be 
left on the Monujnent until such a time as 
the remainder of the work is completed. 


The pipe befeveen the reservoir and 
Manitou is nearly all removed and as 
soon as the trenches have been sunk to a 
depth of four feet the new eight inch 
which is now on the road will be laid.

The Scoouer Mine. 


W p find the following concerning the 
Scooper mine in the Leadville Democrat: 
"Another visit was rntde to the famous 
Scooper mine, located on Yankee hill, ves 
terday morning, in company with Mana­ 
ger George Daly.

tion, and indications now are that the 
property will fully redtcm itself and yet 
prove a large producer of extremely rich 
mineral. 
The body of chloride bearing 
hard carbonates, that looked so promising 
last week, has been opened by a drift to 
the south for a»distance of fully twenty feet 
without losing in richness, and greatly in­ 
creased in extent. 
The ore is all marvel 
lously rich, being literally covered with 
bromo-chloride of silver. 
The main east 
level has been driven fifty feet beyond this 
point, where in the roof it shows the same 
class of material and there can now be 
little question but that the mine has an 
immense body of this rich ore. 
Below 
this chloride bearing ore, is a black car­ 
bonate with galena, which has not,been 
opened, although considerable of the min­ 
eral has been taken out in making ex­ 
cavations 
for 
foot sills,

believe that

of 
high 
grade leade ore underlying the hard car­ 
bonates. 
After spending half an hour be­ 
low picking out and chipping off magnifi­ 
cent specimens of chloride ore,— the min­ 
eral in the ore ♦ bins was sampled.

though about forty tons wsre shipped dur­ 
ing the past week, the ore house is nearly 
full again, and with the exception of the 
Lee, it is doubtful if a higher grade lot of 
ore can be found in the camp than the 
first class ore of the Scooper.

Assay and Mill Refcursfi. 
OUT WEST. 


The difference which exists between an 
assay ant^ a mill run is something aston 
ishing to a novice in mining, but to an ex­ 
pert there does not exist so much of sur­ 
prise in the matter. 
The Chronicle, ii; 
discussing this matter, says : 


"An exchange says that a certain mine 
has on its dump ore that will average $500 
per ton, and also that a lot of fifteen tons 
was carefully sampled by the man who 
took it out on contract, and found to assay 
$900 per ton. 
But after being run through 
the mill it did not pay expenses. 


“ This statement v'ill sound curious to 
those not familiar with mining matters. 
One man will say that the mill man was a 
thief. 
In fact mill men are pretty often 
called thieves— very often, no doubt, when 
the fault lies with the miner. 
Another 
will say the assayer made a mistake; and 
yet another that the sampling was not 


properly done. 


“ The truth of the matter is, as all know 
very well, that assays and mill results 
differ 
very materially, people 
buying 
mines don’t often 
buy them on the 
strength of assays, 
And people judging 
of the value of a mine do not base their 
jndgmenton assay value of ore alone. 


“ That is they do not do so if they know 
anything, about mining. 
Assays can, of 
course, only show results of the particular 
pieces of rock tested. 
It is not the fault 
of the assay if the piece is not an average 
sample. 
If a lot of rock is properly sam­ 
pled, and the assays carefully made, close 
calculations can be made of its value. But 
a very great deal depends on the sam­ 
pling. 
Sampling is an art in itself. 
No 
miner can go to a dump and pick up a 
sack or ore and get a fair average. 
He 
will unconsciously pick up the best pieces. 
Some people in getting ore from a dump 
for samples go so far as to blindfold them­ 
selves and they can pick up the ore th^n 
without deceiving themselves. 


“ But when comparing assays of stray 
pieces of ore with mill returns on a lot of 
ore from the same mine or dump, it invar­ 
iably happens that the mill comes out way 
behind. 
But the mill ought not to be 
blamed for this. 
People in new countries 
like Arizona and New Mexico are apt to 
get a good many assays of pieces of ore 
assaying into the thousands. 
But we nev­ 
er hear of any ten or twenty tons milling 
up into the thousands. 
If the miners have 
their profits or values computed from as­ 
says they will find themselves very much 
mistaken. 


“ Men will have assays made of ore 
which will run $1.000 per ton. 
Then they 
will get out say fifty tons of ore, and de­ 
lude themselves into the belief that this ore 
is worth almost its assay value. 
It will be 
noticed, however, that 
most 
of such 
^mines’’ will be sold for $10,000 or $20,- 
000, even including the fifty tons of $ 1,000 
ore. 


“ The fact is that this $1,000 ore is so 
very exceptional that no sensible man 
looking for mines ever takes into account 
the probability of finding any such depos 
it. 
Such ores exist in assays but not in 
mill returns. 
W henever we hear of ore 
assaying $ 1,000, $3,000 and $3,000, 
we 
know the man who selected the ore for 
assay, did select it, and that is no criterion 
at all to judge of the value of the ledge 
in which it was found. 


“ It is generally when camps are first 
started that such ore is found. 
W e never 
hear of $1,000 ore in any old camp with 
well developed mines. 
The mill work 
takes all the nonsense out of the business. 
Camps without mills can blow about such 
rock, but when a mill gets at woxk upon 
it this poetry of “ glittering ore” is dis­ 
placed by the prose of dollars anil cents. 
The combination o f stamps and quick­ 
silver gives us the truth about the real 
value of the rock, and it is on them we 
must depend for results.”

What do You Think About It ? 


One of the most sure indications of the 
presence of mineral in the Leadville mines 
is the porphyry, or forest rock. 
This rock 
abounds in the range back of Manitou, 
and we have gathered many very hand­ 
some specimens of it. The Leadville “ por­ 
phyry” is said to be nothing but lava. 
It 
frequently goes by the name of “ frost 
rock,” or "forest rock.” 
This last name 
has been given to it by a peculiarity very 
common in all mineral districts. 
The sur­ 
faces of the rock are covered with moss 
like ramifications of metallic ore precisely 
like the delicate frostings upon a window 
in winter. 
This is covered by iron or 
manganese in solution. 
In describing this 
rock the Leadiville Chronicle says: 
"It is 
often very beautiful and supposed to be a 
valuable indication, but is common to 
many rocks in places where no mineral 
exists of value. 
This so-calliid porphyry 
was first examined thoroughly by Profes­ 
sor Keyes, who made, when he first came 
here, a very thorough st idy of it. 
He 
submitted specimens of it to the best east­ 
ern chemists, who all pronounce it a fel- 
site.” 
From the foregoing it will be seen 
that forest rock is not aiwa ys a sign of the 
presence of mineral, altho' igh so regarded 
in the Leadville district.

The Mariner’s compass 


In the Royal Library 
of Paris there is 
an Abrabian manuscript, written in 1242, 
by Bailac Kipdjatie, which describes the 
sea compass of that period as follows : 
“ W e have to notice among the properties 
of the magnet, that the captains who nav­ 
igate the Syrian seas, when the night is 
so dark as to conceal from view the stars 
which might direct their course according 
to the position of the four cardinal points, 
take a basinful of water, which they shel­ 
ter from the wind by placing it in the in­ 
terior of the vessel ; they then drive a 
needle into a wooden peg or a cornstalk, 
so as to form the shape of a cross, and 
throw it into the basin of water prepared 
for the purpose, on the surface of which 
it floats. 
They afterward take a load 
stone of sufficient size to nil the palm of 
the hand, or even smaller, bring it to the 
surface of the water, give their hands a 
rotary motion toward the right, so that 
the needle turns on the water’s surface ; 
they next suddenly and quickly withdraw 
their hands, when the two points of the 
needle face the north and south. 
They 
have given me ocular demonstration of 
this process during our sea-voyage from 
Syria to Alexandria in the year 640 )i242 
A D V’ 
The manner of communicating 
magnetism to a needle made to float on 
the watei, "so as to form the shape of a 
cross,” as described 
by 
the Arab, is 
worthy of notice. 
There is magic as well 
as superstition in it. 
Raymond Tully, of 
Majorca, an ingenious and eccentric man, 
himself a skillful mariner, in a nautical 
treatise entitled “ Fenix de las Maravillas 
del Orbe,” written in 1286, has furnished 
proof that it was not then unknown to 
him. 
He remarks that the seamen of his 
time employed "instruments of measure­ 
ment, sea charts and the magnetic nee­ 
dle.” 
In Christian Europe the first m en­ 
tion of the magnetic needle occurs in a 
politico sa-irical poem, called “ La Bibia,” 
by Guyot, 
or Guiot, of Provence writ­ 
ten in 1190, full 112 years before the time 
of Amalh, the Neapolitan. 
This interest­ 
ing poem is contained in a curious quarto 
manuscript of the thirteenth century, on 
vellum, belonging to the Royal Library at 
Paris. 
The author, Guiot de Provence, 
was at the court of the Emperor Frederic 
Barbarossa (as mentioned in the poem 
itself,) held at Metz in the year n8i,w hen 
the emperor’s two sons were knighted. 


Dicture shows the terrace running the 
whole length of the house, and what a 
panorama unfolds itself!

The domestis offices are com­ 
pletely shut off from the inner hall; there 
are a large kitchen, scullery, housekeep­ 
er’s room, servants' hall, pantries, dairy, 
store-rooms; extensive ranges of cellars, 
with furnace and stoke room for the heat­ 
ing apparatus and bath rooms. 
To get 
an idea of the completeness and self-con­ 
tained character of the place, remember 
that all the gas used in the house is made 
on the estate, that water is supplied by 
steam power, and that there are hydrants 
both inside and out in case of fire. 
There 
are pleasure-grounds all round the house, 
some six acres of velvet lawn and emer­ 
ald turf; lawns, flower beds,terrace walks, 
shrubberries, lawn-tennis, and croquet 
grounds all in extreme good taste and 
skillfully planned. The park, which alone 
covers sixty-eight acres of ground, and 
the woodlands have serpentine walks and 
drives; the timber is remarkably fine and 
besides the ordinary forest trees there are 
some specimens of very rare conifera;. 
There should be plenty of game, and as 
for fishing, there are ornamental lakes, 
with wooded islands, a buat-house and a 
fishing cottage, or summer-house, with a 
fire-place, so that in winter it will come in 
well for skating parties. 
A cricket ground 
is planned, so that there will be amuse­ 
ments for everybody. 
A kitchen garden 
covers three acres, and there are green 
houses, vineries, peach, camellia, cucum­ 
ber and melon houses, and finally come 
a couple or three-stall stables with six loose 
boxes, all most complete and spacious, as 
well as the usual harness-room, coach­ 
houses, a cottage for the coachman, and 
bedroom for the grooms. 
There are, in 
all, nine cottages on the estate, including 
one for the bailiff, adjoining a very exten­ 
sive range of farm buildings, with the 
neighboring gasometer and gas and boiler 
houses. 
Finally, to be quite exact, there 
is a farm, which is let.— [Whitehall R e­ 
view.

The Clinches and Stewarts. 


The Empress Eugenie's New Home. 


The house or "mansion” which the 
Empress Eugenie has just purchased was 
built under the superintendence of an 
eminent architect, by the late Mr. Thomas 
Longman. 
It is no flimsy, inconsistent 
structure, but a substantial and admira­ 
ble specimen of early English, the lower 
part of red brick, with dressings and 
mullioned windows of stone, and the 
upper also of brick, but rendered over in 
cement, and picturesquely relieved by 
panels in teak. 
The whole building has 
a comfortable, home-like look, and the 
eye rests content on the beautifully-wood­ 
ed and park like grounds surrounding it. 
In short the empress’ recent purchase is a 
iype of an English country seat. A couple 
of carriage drives, with corresponding 
lodge entrances, lead to a h ndsome por­ 
tico, paved with tiles, through which you 
pass to the entrance hall seventeen feet 
high, and about twenty four feet in length 
by twenty-two feet wide; beyond, up a 
flight of steps, is a stately inner hall or 
corridor, sixty six feet by fifteen feet. 
Here is the principal stair-case leading to 
a magnificent suite of reception rooms, 
ample testimony to the lavish and artistic 
taste of the designer and architect. 
The 
drawing-room, thirty two feet by twenty- 
two feet, is a superb piece, and the outlook 
through its bay and triangular windows 
of the lawn and grounds, with the groups 
of stately trees dotted here and there, is 
thoroughly charming. 
Opening 
out of 
this stately salon is a smaller and more 
cosy one. 
The libraty is nearly twenty- 
five feet square, a noble, oriel windowed 
chamber, harmonizing with the ideas of 
modern refinement. 
There are two din 
ing rooms, one called the “ Oak Room,” 
but the larger of these could easily be con­ 
verted into a 
billiard room 
(a luxury 
which the house as it now stands does not 
boast) by throwing the smaller and an ad­ 
joining school-room into one, and thereby 
securing a banquetring hall. 
Then there 
is "the gentlemen’s” room, also entered 
from the inner hall, and now the descrip­ 
tion of the lower floor is complete. The

uncom ­ 
mon, and so has been its history. 
W ho, 
for instance, wouid ever have 
believed 
that 
Cornelia Clincn, who began life in 
that poverty which is the fate of the m ass­ 
es, w ‘ M become the wife of a merchant 
pri 1 
'orth 
thirty 
millions, and would 
invest a million in a church and institute 
to perpetuate his memory ? 
Who, on the 
other hand, would 
have believed that a 
poor clerk like Charles Clinch should be­ 
come 
the 
leading 
name in the custom 
hou»e for a third of a century, in soite of 
all the bitterness of partv warfare ? 
T h e 
death of this man 
recalls these peculiar 
features in character. 
His abilities were 
of that masterly order which com manded 
obfdience, and hence he retained his po-- 
sition until compelled to resign by age and 
infirmi'y. 
Cornelia Clinch made the a c ­ 
quaintance of a young shop keeper, whp 
had just given up school 
teaching to try 
the chances to trade. 
Thi* acquaintance 
ripened into 
matrimony, and the newly 
united couple began 
housekeeping in a 
small suite of apartments. 
From 
such a 
beginning sprang the A. T. Stewart estab­ 
lishment, and the former Cornelia Clinch 
is now the richest widow in Am erica. 


The S'ewart palace is for the second 
time covered with the shadow of death. 
Five years ago Mrs Stewart lost her hus­ 
band, and now her brother is carried to 
the grave. 
Her case is, indeed, one of 
painful bereavement. 
The Stewart palace 
has been in no smal1 degree marked by 
misfortune. 
Its builder was ten years in 
the task, but though be made every effort 
to attain perfection such was not the re­ 
sult. 
The building, which cost a million, 
is too splendid to be really comfortable. 
Stewart was obliged to occupy it before it 
was finished by the smallpox which broke 
out among his servants and compelled 
him to an unexpected removal. 
The pal­ 
ace was in much confusion for a while, 
and then after it was finished he had but 
little time to stay. He occupied the palace, 
however, long enough to learn the mistake 
made in constructing ceilings twenty feet 
in height without the convenience of an 
elevator. 
The lofty stairs whose ascent 
was necessary in order to reach the sleep­ 
ing rooms, became a dread, and on one 
occasion Mrs. Stewart fell while making 
such an effort, and she still suffers from 
the injuries thus received. 
How little the 
public can imagine that some of the grand­ 
est houses in this city are built without any 
idea of personal com fort! 
The future of 
the Stewart palace is frequently a matter 
of surmise. 
It is hoped that its present 
proprietor will bequeath it to the public 
use, and if the picture gallery be included 
in such a bequest, the establishment will 
be the chief ornament of Fifth avenue.—

PAYING OFF THE UTES 


Mow Tn«?y Received Their Jttonvy. 


The Denver Republican of yesterday 
has the following interesting interview 
with one of the Ute commissioners con­ 
cerning the recent settlement with the In­ 
dians: “ Hon. Otto Mears, who is a prom­ 
inent member of the Ute commission, ar 
rived in this city last evening, and with 
the object in view of getting the facts in 
connection with the recent disposition of 
treaty money among the Utes, a reporter 
approached him with the following result : 
‘ W hen the money was distributed among 
the Indians,’ said Commissioner Mears, 
'th ey manifested the happiest feeling pos­ 
sible ar d were perfectly satisfied. 
Many 
of 
them 
sat 
down 
forthwith 
and 
commenced 
gambling, 
while 
oth­ 
ers 
went 
to 
the 
reservation 
stove 
and 
purchased 
everything 
that 
attracted their eye. 
A ll was enjoyment 
among them, 
and they did not offer the 
slightest remonstrance to the receipt of the 
money. 
The only side play that occurred 
was between Chiefs Sapavanaro and Shav- 
ano and myself, they remonstrating against 
removal from the valley lands. 
They 
said they were willing to part with the 
mountain lands of the reservation, but 
could not leave the valleys. 
I in turn in­ 
formed them that the government had ful­ 
filled all its agreements, and there was 
nothing left for them but to do likewise. 
They wanted to have a small talk about 
defining the boundary lines of their pro- 
posed quarters on the Grand river, but I 
told them that they had 
received their 
money, and the bargain was settled. 
Af­ 
ter this, they said no more and seemed 
content to fill all the requirements of the 
treaty. 
W hen the money had been paid- 
Commissioner Townsend, Agent Berry 
and m yself telegraphed the advice to 
W ashington that it was possible and dis 
creet to at once remove the Indians to 
their future home; but Meacham tele­ 
graphed at the same time that it would 
be an injustice to the Utes to remove 
them so soon and at such a season of the 
year. 
W e received 
from Washington 
in 
reply 
a 
telegram 
stating 
there 
was 
not 
sufficient 
money 
to provide 
for 
their 
complete 
removal, and the 
best that could be done 
would be to 
move 
them 
fifteen 
miles 
from 
their 
present quarters. 
It would be ot no use 
to move them such a distance, and we 
concluded to lec them remain where they 
were ior the winter. 
They were willing to 
be moved after receiving their money, but 
I question it they will leave the reserva­ 
tion next spring, unless soldiers are there 
to overawe and compel them. 
The Jack­ 
son trouble is entirely ignored and almost 
forgotten by them. 
They are willing to 
give up to justice any Indian who com­ 
mits 
unwarrantable 
deeds 
or 
depredations, and in the 
same 
voice 
say that whenever one of their tribe is 
killed they must have a white man’s blood 
in return. 
There is grave probability, 
however, 
of the Utes giving us some 
trouble yet, although it can 
be easily 
averted. 
Ever since Ouray 
died they 
have been in a disorganized state and 
divided into factions. 
Sapavanaro does 
not, nor will he ever, command the re­ 
spect of the tribe, and, in consequence, he 
has no power over them.’ ”

FlBh Eggs for Germany. 


A very large and important shipment ol 
fish eggs will be made from this port next 
Saturday by the steamer Donau, of the 
North German Lloyd Steamship com­ 
pany, for Bremen. 
It consists of 250,000 
eggs of the white fish of the great lakes, 
and the shipment is made by the presi­ 
dent of a special committee of the board 
of United States commissioners of fisher­ 
ies to the German fisheries association of 
Berlin. 
The eggs come from the United 
States hatcheries at Northville, Michigan, 
where they were packed by Mr. Frank N. 
Clark, the superintendent, and shipped by 
express to this city. 
When they arrive 
here they will be repacked by Mr. F red­ 
erick Mather, of Forest and Stream, who 
has already 
successfully directed and 
conducted several other large shipments. 
The consignment of white fish eggs is to 
be given in exchange for return shipments 
from the Berlin association of different 
species of eggs of fishes „peculiar to Ger 
many, which, it is believed, can be ad­ 
vantageously introduced into the waters 
of this country. 


The Berlin Association will probably 
send the eggs of the saibling, a very large 
and handsome species of lake trout, found 
in deep, cool waters, and highly esteemed 
for the table. 
There is nothing like it in 
this country. 
The fish is known in E n g-’ 
land as the charr, where, however, it i>- 
seldom found to exceed one-half pound ir 
weight. 
In lh ed eep cold waters of Lake 
Constance it is often found ot the weight 
of twenty-five pounds, and it is believed 
that in the waters of our deep lakes it wil! 
thrive as well as in Germany. 
The pre 
vious shipments to Europe of American 
fish-eggs have been large and were made 
successfully. 
A while ago 700.000 egg’s of 
the Californian salmon were shipped to 
Germany, France, Holland, and England 
by Mr. Mather, and all arrived in good 
order. 
Sufficient time has not elapsed 10 
make 
it 
possible 
to 
judge wheth 
er 
the 
species 
sent 
will 
thrive or not. 
The interchange of fish­ 
es between Germany and Am erica has so 
far been an important and interesting one. 
The United States fish commissioners have 
sent to Germany the California salmon 
and the American brook trout. 
T he Ger­ 
man commissioners have sent to this coun­ 
try the carp, which is now being bred here 
and distributed all over the country. 
It 
promises to be a valuable food fish. 
It is 
particularly adapted to waters which have 
be in barren by reason of their warmth 
and lack of circulation, as it flourishes in 


Germany in such waters. 
There has also 
been received here the golden ide, an 
ornamental and food fish, 
as bright in 
color as the gold fish, and growing to sev­ 
eral pounds in weight. 
The eggs of this 
fish were sent to Maryland, and the fish 
are being bred in the ponds of the Mary­ 
land fish commissioners, in Druid Hill 
Park.— [N*ew York Times.

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ST. JOHN’S ÛA.Y. 


HOW it was Observed by tue Mapons of tùia 
City. 


The members of the Masonic order in 
this city gathered with their friends last 
evening in Grace church and listened to 
an address by the rector of Grace church, 
the Rev. G. T. LeBoutilher. 
After listen­ 
ing to the address and to some excellent 
music by the choir the Masons adjourned 
to their hall where they enjoyed a supper 
prepared for the occasion. 


The address by Mr. LeBoutilher was 
appropriate and was listened to with the 
closest attention. 
The rector’s address 


was as follows: 


M A SO N IC A D D R E S S 
It ought to somewhat disarm whatever 
of prejudice there may be against the in­ 
stitution of Free Masonry in the minds of 
those who are unacquainted w^th its prin 
ciples and spiru, that in Christian lands it 
has chosen for its patron saint that man of 
God, who for righteousness, devout feeling 
and deep and tender spirituality has never 
been surpassed,viz., St. John, the Evange 
list. 


This is the day on which all gsod Ma 
sons commemorate that saintly name and 
•character. 
This may be termed the Eas­ 
ter Day of Free IV^asonry in 
Christian 
lands. 


V7ir tm sday also the Catholic church, 
this venerable branch of it included, ob 
serve a festival to his honor, she has done 
this on this day every year from time st> 
remote that its origin is lost in the twilight 
of primitive Christianity. 


The ancient mystic craft in Christian 
lands has also long observed this sacred 
Festival of the Catholic church Her min 
istry and members are in sympathy and 
concert with you here, 
my brethren, and 
for that reason it is, and for other reasons 
not unlike, I have asked you to join with 
me* and mine, in the celebration of this 
good Festival, here in this sacred pinre 
This is not thu only Festival 'rd Holy 
Dav wLirh Masonry and the church ob , 
serve in common. 
B''th revere and com­ 
memorate that other saintly name, the 
synonym,it might be termed,of manliness 
true courage and faithfulness to duty and 
and to God. 
The name ot St. John the 
Baptist is associated in the mind of every 
intelligent Mason with that of his perhap> 
more illustrious and more highly distin 
guished successor, the Evangelist 
Ard 
who among you of any age in Masonry i'- 
not quite familiar with that unique and 
striking symbol of your craft in which the 
association of these two highly honored 
names are so vividly portrayed? 
Two 
upright lines of peifect rectitude they are, 
and parallel throughout, they are embrac­ 
ed within a perfect circle, for was not their 
charity and love commensurate only with 
the broad circumference of the globe on 
which their fellow men exist ? 
Above 
them is the open bible, which made them, 
with God’s blessing, the broad, Catholic, 
humane souls they were. Your rule of action 
this as it was theirs. 
As you advance 
in Masonry, my brethren, you find your 
selves observing still other holy days in 
common with ourselves. 
May we not ac­ 
cept this fact as indieating that the stamp 
of great antiquity lies upon both church 
and craft ? 


I said at the outset, brethren, that Ma­ 
sonry has chosen for a patron saint, St. 
John, the Evangelist, to whom I should 
have added his great predecessor likewise, 
let me noc convey the idea that this is of 
modern 
date, 
it 
is a iegend of as 
great aniquity as the commemoration of 
these 
names 
among 
you 
that' 
both were eminent patrons of Masonry. 
The little time we have to spend together 
here must prevent any commentary on 
the history of this very ancient legend 
among Masons. 


Now, the few words which I have to say 
to you, my brethren, on this evening of 
St. John's Day, have been somehow sag 
gested to my mind in connection with the 
contemplation of the life and character of 
our patron saint and martyr. 
I find, as 
you will find, on a little reflection, that the 
principles which deeply underlie Masonry 
and exercises control over its life and 
work are those which were very dear to 
the heart of the Evangelist. 
That there 
are principles which he taught and sought 
to instill into the minds of men, and of 
which he was himself a most illustrious 
example. 
This being the case, what then, 
let me ask, is the mission of Free Ma 
sonry ? 
What are its objects ? 
What 
does it aim to be, to do ? 


That the ancient craft commands the 
respect of those outside of it who really 
know something of its principles and inner 
life and spirit, I need not say. 
That to 
others who seem to be entirely ignorant 
of these things, it should appear as a mys 
terious, an exclu ive, shall I say inclusive? 
organization, a kind of battlemented, im 
penetrable secret fortress among us of 
medieval ages. 
This», too, I very well 
know : That it is regarded with bitter hate 
by the tyrant, the u^jrper, the autorrat — 
whether civil or religmu*— and ihefanatk; 
that persons» outside of its p.ile whose no 
tions ot i>. .ire entirely pene'ted -<nd ab 
su'd, bu wh» know u 
mu. h better than 
yuu d<>, btelhren, i e , in their own im 
agina ions, should have no good, but only 
ill to "ay concerning it. 
AH this we know 
very well, and all this muM be expected 
so long as it is deemed unnecessary to 
descend to an apology tor its existence 
in the world 
So long as Masonry re­ 
ceives into its brotheihood, but does no* 
proselyte, so long as it continues to work 
in its own quiet, unobtrusive way it cannot 
be made the tool of the partisan, the de­ 
fender of tyranny and oppression, or the 
supporter of any form of creed or sect 
And to any now listening to me who 
may 
have 
formed 
some 
prejudice 
against it I would sa> suspend your judg 
ment until you have obtained a knowledge 
of its principles or mission. 
There are 
open and not secret, and easily accessible 
to all who would know the truth in regard 
to Masonry. 


What then, my friends is the mission of 
this ancient craft ? 


To promote the brotherhood of man, to 
teach the fatherhood of God, to teach also 
the immortality of the soul. 
These great 
doctrines are indissolubly joined together 
in the institution of Masonry. 
Remove 
from it any one of them, and the structure 
soon falls into ruin and decay; hut so long 
as these great underlying principles lie be­ 
neath it unharmed and cherished, it must 
strengthen and become the firmer as time 
rolls on. 


Your brethren are numerous, your broth­ 
erhood is vast, the lodge in which it is em- 
brtced, the habitable globe. It demands 


of none the surrender of his lawful rights, 


o r civil and religious duties ; it binds no 
conscience. 
Therefore it is that men of 
every clime, of every r a n k ,of every nation, 
of every faith, so long as they are true to 
its solemn and fraternal obligations, so 
long as they a d o r e one Supreme Being and 
believe in a hereafter for the human soul 
are embraced within this one vast tie of 
brotherhood. 


The Jew,the follower ot Mohammed,men 
of every creed.of every sect,sit side by side 
as brethren, in the great lodge whose can­ 
opy is heaven, and its bounds the limits 
of the east and west, the north and south 
alone. 


The Atheist if he sits there is a perjured 
man. 
For no man enters into this broth 
erhood who will not p l a c e his trust in Gocv 
Here that name supreme is mentioned 
only with reverence. 
Here, if he has not 
learned to pray before,he is taught to pray 
and appreciate the benefit of prayer- 
To 
the great Architect and Maker of the uni­ 
verse his petition must ascend. 


He will recognize in every man a broth 
er, and in a fellow Mason a brother bound 
tn him by a tie most sacred and most bind 
ing* 
-■ 
.. . 
He is taught that when this life is done 
and his remains are laid away in the bo 
som of our mother earth—that ais immortal 
part must meet its God and Judge. 
j 


The man who sits in any lodge saying 
to himself there is no life beyond the grave 
The man who sits in any lodge with hatred 
and n Hittoi- spirit against liis brother; the 
man who sits in any lodge saying to his 
soul "There is no God.” 
That man has 
ceased to be a brother and a Mason. 
His 
very presence among his brethren is a lie. 


Your mission is one that is unmistakable 
and clear. 
It contains within it a noble 
aim. 
True to it, you work no harm but 
only good among your fellow men. 
You 
are not attempting to supplant or super 
cede the Christian faith, you could not if 
jou wou'd; you are laying for it a univtr 
sal foundation; you are preparing its way 
in the hearts of men; you are what one of 
patrons was, the forerunner, if you your be 
true, of the Christian faith. 


But I must not dismiss this portion of 
my subject without holdirg up before you 
what are some of the practical fruits of this 
tie of brotherhood. 
If the latter were a 
sentiment only and a theory, it would 
crumble like a rope of sand. 
You are 
required to care for the widow and orphan 
of your departed brother. 
You are re 
quired to succor him in distress, to minis­ 
ter at his sick bed, 10 console his last mo­ 
ments on the earth; to warn him of im 
pending danger; to council him when he 
would wander, and in all things minister 
to him as a brother. 
This venerable insti 
cation will be weighed in the balance and 
declared worthless, its years hre numbered 
when it fails to bring forth these good 
fruits. 


Our next and last inquiry is. will the 
mission of Masonry have an end ? 


Two very opposite answers may be given 
to this query, and strange to say neither of 
them would be incorrect. 
In one sense it 
cannot end, it is indelible and everlasting, 
in another sense, its time, like that, of all 
other institutions not divine, must have a 
limit. 


The lighthouse has its mission. 
All 
night long its streaming light is thrown 
across the dark, wild, dangerous waters 
The mariner looks at it and guides his craft 
aright. 
He feels secure all the long hours 
of the night. 
His heart is cheerful and 
he speeds correctly on his appointed way 
But when the sun rises the mission of the 
lighthouse is at an end. 


The moon that so softly and with mild 
radiance shines upon the earth at night 
has her appointed mission — until 
the 
eastern sky is red and bright with the 
great rising orb of day— and then she be* 
gins to pale and disappear. 
Is the mis 
sion of these luminaries a useless one, my 
brethen ? 
Is it of little consequence be 
cause the sun is vast in magnitude, in­ 
finitely brighter, powerful beyond com­ 
parison and much more extensive and 
effectual in his sway ? 


So, brethren, will the mission of your 
order be a needed, a benign and blessed 
one, shedding the light and peace of 
brotherhood, where it is sorely needed 
among the conflicting aims and theories 
of men, 
illuminating the great truth 
which you uphold. 
Who knows but for 
ages yet unborn your mission is to be 
continued ? 
But the time is rapidly ap 
proaching, we must think, when another 
brotherhood, and yet not another, must 
prevail this wide world over. 
The Bible 
which lies open on your altar declares 
that this must be. 
It has foretold the ris 
ing of a glorious sun with healing in his 
wings. 
That light is already spreading 
fast. 
Christianity is yet to flood the earih 
with light and peace. 
The knowledge of 
the Lord is yet to cover the earth as the 
waters cover the sea. 
The brotherhood 
of Christian men, for so I am taught by 
the Bible on your altar, is to become uni­ 
versal by and by 
Nay. am I not taught 
this very truth by the names of the holy 
men who from ancient nmes have been 
ynur honored patrons 
John, in the twi 
light, the forerunner of 
the dawn 
of 
Christian 
hrutheihood, 
and John 
the 
aposile of ihe dawn itself, the dawn of 
»•hat light 
whirh 
is 
yet 
to enlighten 
every 
soul 
and 
teach 
the 
universal 
brotherhood 
of 
men. 
is your mission then, the mission of the 
Bre’hren of this mystic tie an useless one ? 
Let me answer that by asking whether the 
missi' n of the forerunner of Christianity, 
the one pronounced by the Divine Being to 
be greater than any prophet, the one of 
whom it ha 
been said in the bible on 
your altar. "Behold I send my messenger 
before thy face, who shall prepare Thy 
way before Thee.” 


Shall we quench the light which streams 
out in the nighl across the sea, because 
there is a morning coming and the lamps 
will not be needed ? 
That were folly, 
cruelty, inhumanity and sin. 


You have your work, and a needed,help 
ful work to do among your brother men, 
do it faithfully and well, it will not be lost 
or useless, it will be only merged— in the 
broader, higher mission ot the coming 
brotherhood of men— of which your patron 
saint was an illustrious prototype and 
teacher. 


Masonry is a coin of gold bearing on its 
obverse the most ancient stamp of human 
brotherhood. 
Look on its reverse breth­ 
ren and you shall find there the same, 
but in clearer and much brighter characters. 
The stamp upon it of Christian human 
brotherhood cannot be effaced from your 
ancient craft. 


I promised you to be short, brethren, 
and I must end; but before we leave this 
sacred place let me strongly dissuade any 
brother bo inclined from making a religion 


of our ancient and fraternal craft. Religion 
is one thing, Masonry though an institu­ 
tion 
in 
harmony 
with 
it, 
is an 
other. 
No 
brother 
exalts 
Mason- 
rv 
by 
so 
doing, 
and 
he 
de­ 
bases Religion. Masonry is a high form of 
philanthropy based, as every other form 
of true philanthropy should be, on a firm 
belief in the existence of a Supreme Being; 
on the immortality of the soul of every 
man, and of the brotherhood of man. He, 
therefore, who enters upon it as a religion, 
makes a serious mistake, excites the preju­ 
dice of worthy men who know it not, and 
wrongs the institution. 
It leads to relig­ 
ion; it is her handmaid, and he who wor 
ships at her feet, wrongs himself and his 
own soul as well. 


And. brethren, let us most earnestly 
endeavor to exhibit in this great lodge all 
about us whose canopy is heaven, that 
order, sobriety, and reverence, in action 
and in word which characterize to such a 
marked degree— the assemblies of the 
lodge, which is its humbler symbol, where 
your work and rites are done.
